3. Deliveries have already been made to the USSR and Yugoslavia as a result of 
the above demand. Ong of the principal suppliers is ‘lertli*, a Swiss engi~ 
neer in Baden. Generally the ball bearings delivered are of German origin. 
Syiss agents pay for them in Gormany with German marks boucht at the cheap 
rate. The ball bearinvs are exported by irrecular rethods to Switzerland.

By late January 1949, however, requests for no legs than 
2,009,000 Swiss frances. worth of ball bearings were received in Switzerland 
from the USSR.
